the  acts  amendatory  thereto,  are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
M  follows: 

SsonoN  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  ThatBoondariei. 
80  much  of  the  townships  of  Albion  and  Sheridan,  in  the

CHAPTER  L 

CITT  Ain>  WABD  B0Uin>Aai£8. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  ThatBouMUrieB. 
go  much  of  the  township  of  Caledonia^  in  the  county  of  Shia- 
wiBsee,  as  is  included  in  the  following  territory,  to-wit:  the 
east  half  of  sections  twenty  and  tweniy-nine,  the  west  half  of 
sections  twenty-two  and  tweniy-seven,  and  all  of  sections 
twenty-one  and  twenty-eighty  in  town  seven  north,  of  range 
three  east,  being  in  Shiawassee  county,  and  State  of  Michigan, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  set  off  from  the  said  township  of 
Caledonia,  and  declared  to  be  a  city  by  the  name  of  the  diy 
of  Corunna,  by  which  name  it  shall  be  hereafter  known. 

Sec.  2.  The  freemen  of  said  city,  from  time  to  time,  beingBodj  «r 
inhabitants  thereof  shall  be  and  continue  a  body  corporate  and  pouti*. 
pditic,  to  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  and  title  of 
the  city  of  Corunna,  and  shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  capable 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  and  of  defending  and 
being  defended  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  in  all  other 
{daces  whatever;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  wl^ch  they  may 
alter  and  change  at  pleasure,  and  by  the  same  name  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  made  capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  convey- 
ing and  disposing  of  any  real  and  personal  estate  of  said  diy.

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  recorder  or  clerk,  from 
such  meetings,  the  members  present  may  appoint  a  president 
or  derk  pro  tempore.  Each  member  of  the  common  council 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote;  but  the  derk  shall  not  be  required 
to  act  on  any  committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council,  in  addition  to  the  powers  audio  have 
duties  specially  conferred  upon  them  in  this  act^  shall  have  the  (uumces.
